RDER how te PSALTER® 
is appointed to'be Read. * . 


HE Pſa'ter ſhall be read through once every Month, as it is there 

appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in Fe- 
bruary it ſhall be read only to the Twenty eighth, or T wenty ninth 
Day of the Month. 

And whereas January, March, May, July, Juguft, Oftober, and December, » 
have One and thirty Days apiece ; it 1s ordered, that the ſame Pſalms 
ſhall be read the laſt Day of the ſaid Months, which were read the Day 
before : So that the Pſal:er may begin again the Firſt Day of the next 
Month enſuing. 

And whereas the Handred and nineteenth Pſalm is divided into 
Twenty two Portions, and is over long to be read at one time ; it is 
ſo ordered, that at one time ſhall not be read above Four or Five of the . 
ſaid Portions. 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch part of the Hun- 
dred and nineteenth Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, |
